The  inhabitants  of  the  District  are  engaged  principally  in  agricultural 
pursuits.  At  Saxilby  there  is  a  Chemical  Manure  Works.  There  is  a 
Beet  Sugar  Factory  at  Bardney. 


A  Pea-canning  Factory  has  also  been  established  at  Bardney  and 
has  already  enlarged  very  considerably. 

Unemployment  seems  to  be  declining,  though  many  labourers  have 
left  the  land  to  be  roadmen,  etc.  The  building  of  new  aerodromes  in 
and  near  this  district  has  taken  many  good  young  men  from  the  land. 
There  is  difficulty  in  obtaining  young  men  for  any  farms  which  are  any 
distance  of  note  say  fom  a  village  centre.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  of  HEALTH  SERVICES  for  the  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities  are  as  previously  ;  examination  of  milk  is  carried 
out  at  the  County  Council  Laboratory  now. 

Ambulance  Facilities  are  as  previously  ;  adequate  for  time  of  peace 
but  doubtful  if  war  comes. 

Nursing  in  the  Home  has  been  carried  out  as  before.  The  cost  of  the 
District  Nurse  is  borne  in  large  measure  by  the  County  Council 
wherever  the  said  Nurse  acts  as  Midwife. 

2  Orthopaedic  Nurses  have  been  appointed.  They  assist  at  the  Clinic 
and  at  Patients’  Homes  if  necessary. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  are  as  previously  timed  except  that 
they  are  held  at  30  Lindum  Road,  Lincoln,  except  the  V.D.  Clinic 
which  is  at  Lincoln  Health  Dept.,  Beaumont  Fee,  Lincoln. 

At  Lindum  Road  there  is  also  provision  made  for  the  ante-natal 
and  post  natal  examination  of  expectant  mothers.  Many  cases  are 
seen  at  their  own  homes  by  their  own  doctor  if  they  reside  a  long  way 
from  a  centre. 

The  Osgodby  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  Smallpox  Hospital  are  at 

our  disposal.  The  former  has  been  used  to  very  good  purpose,  but 
the  latter  has  not  had  any  patients  for  nearly  five  years.  Lincoln 
City  Isolation  Hospital  has  helped  us  out  from  time  to  time. 

The  Lincoln  County  Hospital  which  caters  for  the  general  surgical  and 
medical  needs  of  the  district  has  been  enlarged,  but  funds  are  needed 
still  to  complete  same  ;  so  as  to  enable  it  to  be  absolutely  efficient, 
there  should  be  no  waiting  list,  which  unfortunately  is  not  the  case 
to-day.

A  sample  was  taken  from  each  of  Nos.  2,  3,  4,  5and  6  Bores,  1  from 
the  Collecting  Tank,  2  from  the  Reservoir  and  one  from  a  hydrant  in 
the  district.  The  bad  sample  came  from  a  well  at  Wickenby. 
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General  Water  Supply. 

The  Council’s  Regional  Water  Scheme  has,  after  one  year  s  working, 
proved  very  successful.  39,000,000  gallons  of  water  were  used  during 
the  year  in  the  26  parishes  serving  a  population  of  8,000  people.  During 
the  drought  of  March  to  May  many  farmsteads  benefitted.  The  supply 
while  chemically  and  bacteriologically  good  is  definitely  hard  and  your 
Analyst,  Mr.  J.  Evans,  of  Sheffield  made  a  special  investigation.  In  his 
report  of  last  May  he  strongly  recommends  the  water  to  be  softened, 
otherwise  incrustation  of  pipes  and  fittings  for  domestic  use  is  bound  to 
take  place,  much  to  the  annoyance  and  expense  of  the  consumers.  This 
has  occurred  in  certain  definite  cases  after  only  a  very  short  lapse  of  time. 

A  new  artesian  bore-hole  was  put  down  at  the  Welton  pumping 
station,  which  yielded  9,000  gallons  per  hour.  A  total  of  1 ,81 0  connections 
have  now  been  made  to  the  mams  excluding  Scampton  Aerodrome  which 
in  itself  averages  135,500  gallons  per  week. 

45  plumbers  have  now  been  authorised  by  the  Council. 


Sewerage. 

As  previously  mentioned  in  my  reports,  you  have  several  small 
villages  in  need  of  a  sewerage  scheme  but  without  financial  assistance 
this  is  impossible. 

Bardney — This  scheme  should  be  ready  to  go  forward  with  in  the 
new  year. 

Bunkers  Hill. — A  scheme  has  been  prepared  at  a  cost  of  £17,000. 
but  an  alternative  scheme  is  now  being  prepared  for  Lincoln 
City  to  receive  the  sewage  if  all  circumstances  will  allow. 

Saxilby  and  Nettleham. — These  villages  should  receive  your  careful 
attention  m  the  near  future,  particularly  in  view  of  the  many  new 
houses  already  erected  or  in  prospect. 


Scavenging 

Bunkers  Hill,  Nettleham,  Greetwell,  Scampton  Camp,  Sudbrooke, 
Saxilby,  Bardney  and  Riseholme. 

This  work  is  done  by  public  contract  and  most  of  the  refuse  is  dis¬ 
posed  of  by  the  “  controlled  tipping  ”  method.  About  2,500  tons  per 
year  are  received  from  the  first  five  mentioned  parishes  in  addition  to  odd 
loads  coming  in  from  smaller  villages.  The  semi-urban  character  of  the 
district  adjoining  Lincoln  City  requires  a  weekly  collection  while  the 
village  dwellers,  especially  in  the  smaller  villages  where  wages  are  low, 
are  quite  satisfied  with  a  monthly  or  quarterly  service.  There  are  many 
villages  who  have  a  small  scheme  of  their  own  but  these  are  far  from 
satisfactory,  rubbish  being  dumped  in  any  space  until  required  to  be 
removed.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  still  4  licensed  and  7  registered  slaughterhouses  in  this 
district.  The  places  have  been  fairly  well  conducted  but  weekly  visits 
(apart  from  the  inspection  of  carcases)  are  necessary,  otherwise  cleanliness 
is  apt  to  be  forgotten  by  some  of  the  users.  A  large  amount  of  slaughtering 
is  encouraged  to  take  place  in  the  City  Abattoir  where  complete  examination 
and  inspection  can  take  place  and  every  facility  provided. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Two  licences  were  granted  to  slaughter  animals  making  a  total  of 
26  current  licences. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  (1924  and  1935). 

Subject  to  the  requirements  of  these  Acts  notices  of  regular  slaughter¬ 
ing  were  received  from  1 1  butchers.  In  most  cases  notice  was  duly  sent 
of  any  slaughtering  out  of  usual  hours. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  are  23  Accredited  farms  in  the  district.  1 1 6  samples  were 
taken  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council,  25  being  found  unsatisfactory. 
Periodical  visits  are  made  as  regularly  as  possible  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
standard  will  be  considerably  higher  in  the  near  future.  Many  premises 
now  have  the  new  water  supply. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

One  supplementary  licence  was  granted  to  sell  pasteurised  milk. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment  Act,  1922. 

Two  cow  keepers  were  registered  making  a  total  of  278  registered 
cowkeepers  in  the  whole  of  the  area. 

Bakehouses  and  Food  Stores. 

Periodical  visits  are  made  and  all  occupiers  are  asked  to  obtain  a 
pure  and  wholesome  water  supply  from  the  Council. 

Workshops,  Workplaces  and  Factories. 

The  two  mam  factories  have  been  well  maintained.  In  some  cases 
slight  lack  of  cleanliness  has  occurred  in  workshops  and  workplaces.

Although  52  Council  Houses  have  been  built  during  the  year  there 
still  appears  to  be  an  acute  shortage  in  many  of  the  villages.  This  occurs 
especially  during  the  change  over  on  “  Lady  Day  ”  and  if  the  families 
cannot  find  accommodation  they  usually  end  up  in  lodgings  and  con¬ 
sequently  overcrowding  takes  place. 

I  doubt  if  the  new  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act  1938  will 
actually  prevent  this  overcrowding.  There  are  many  other  workers 
besides  agricultural  labourers  that  require  accommodation  especially  as 
the  families  get  larger  and  the  younger  people  get  married,  for  which 
this  Act  does  not  provide.

General  Remarks. 

Though  prontosil  has  reduced  the  incidence  of  puerperal  fever  to  a  very 
small  proportion  of  its  former  prevalence  we  unfortunately  had  one  death 
from  a  case  which  had  to  have  caesarean  section  after  attempt  at  instru¬ 
mental  delivery  had  failed. 
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In  addition  to  anti-diphtheric  serum  and  prontosil,  we  now  have  a 
further  remarkable  drug,  M.B.693,  which  will  make  pneumonia  appear 
as  fearsome  as  a  simple  cold.  Its  results  both  in  pneumonia  and  in 
gonococcal  infection  and  some  forms  of  meningitis  are  nothing  short  of 
miraculous.  It  is  events  like  this  which  make  us  realise  what  might 
conceiveably  be  done  if  only  for  2  years,  say,  one  tenth  of  the  vast,  unheard 
of  amounts  now  being  spent  on  destructive  armaments,  were  spent  on 
research  and  medical  science.  It  cannot  be  done,  one  says  !  But  it  has 
had  to  be  done  for  war  without  fighting.  Hence  it  can  be  done  for  peace 
and  the  service  of  man. 

Moreover,  the  constructive  part  of  A.R.P.  in  training  in  First  Aid 
might  lead  to  further  educative  efforts  in  this  direction  when  the  need 
for  other  sections  of  these  precautions  has  passed.  Let  us  remember 
that  money  can  be  found  for  occasions  like  the  present — it  must  be  found 
later  for  constructive  research  and  all  other  work  which  is  for  the  benefit 
of  the  community. 

In  conclusion  I  once  more  tender  my  thanks  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  his  assistants  who  continue  their  service  to  you  without  stint  and 
with  such  success.
